Trains on the average consist of ICO axles, and most cars have 
two axles. An aide carries roughly seven to eight tons. Two- 
axle cars haul 15 tons; three-axle cars, 25 tons. The trains 
listed above include shipments crossing over at the regular 
Oder-Heisse border points and those going to the Baltic Sea 
ports for transshipment to Russia by 'sea. They do not include 
cargo directly intended for Poland and other eastern satellite 
countries.

5. Two kilometers, from Zossen to Eabendorf, on a main line into 
Berlin from the South has been converted to double track. 


6. The freight line from SchSnhauser Allee to Pankow is to be 
electrified with the idea of eventually running the S-Bahn 
over it. 


7. An electric F-Bahn line running between Grtlnnu and Kflnigswuster- 
hausen was scheduled to be in operation by 1 September 1950. 
This, however, will be imnossible since right-of-way signals 
and safety controls have not been procured. 

8. The line between Rostock and W^rnemlinde is to be double- tracked. 
A new passenger- freight station will be built just south of 
Rostock.
